Dbfiancb, O., Aug. 19.— Flank Slayin 
•nd (ieorge Jeffreys, two younff men 
who wf«re CMmpinK out ou the AnRlaize 
mer, in Paoldiiig ooanty, left their 
hooMt «l Jttielimi • few days duet* for 
a two weeks' ontinpc, bat returnod 8ar- 
nrday morning ulmost breathless with 
excitement, and displayed a h;ilf do/.cu 
pieoe* of gold and lilver ooiu, beun j 
dates ruiginff (ram 1784 to 1805, U'ul 
Btating that they had foand them at'..; 
a large excavation at the foot of a high 
blnff uu the south bank of the river, Joet 
•cross from iilodgett's it^land. 

The joun.j men hud pitched their 
eamp ou the island, which is an historio 
spot, owtng to the teut tb<'^ oa its north 
shore there still reumius a iar,je moaud, 
a relic of th« d-ayB when Ohij was peo- 
pled by a fu •I) wluiso history alike re- 
mains uuwi it ton uud nutuia. Just op- 
posite the island stands the cement 
mills, and a Utile farther up the river is 
a higdlt Unff of slate sttme. The side of 
this wall for some dlstaaoe is as Hin(x>tb 
as though built byhnmau hauda. Along 
the biise of the blutf id a strip of saud, 
which siretches along the river for 100 
yards. This narrow belt is overgiown 
with vrillovrs and underbrush, which al- 
most hide the lower surface of the wall. 

It was while roaming their wuy 
through this underbrush that the young 
men made their discovery. 'Near the 
center of the bluff they found a large 
excavation in the slatestone and sand. 
Leading to the water's edge was a path, 
which had been est through the nuder- 
bimsh. 

When the boys related their story to 
the villagers at Junction Satunlay 
uiortiiux a ueurching party was formed 
and the yonng mon led their way back 
to the river to visit the spot. They 
ton lid the bluff as described, and were 
soon standing at the place whei-e the 
coins had been picketl up from the sand 
ne:i: tlir excu vutioii. l<"rom thu uutU>r- 
bru--li iHMi- tin! spot w.is tiilcmi a spade, 
pick as and a crouiile ot stotil bars used 
as jinuuies.'Tiie tools wdio new. It 
is l^lived tUey wero piii> lKi-.ca in this 
city by two strangers wiio liave been 
liere for the last 10 days, t-lairuuiif tliey 
were looking over the land south of 
this city, with a view of organizing u 
stock company and (inliiag for oil. 
This picte-M was a ^ootl oue, us it lias 
long been tlie tii ni c-oiivii i ion of I lie 
people III tl.is city tliai oii rouiri be oo- 
tained from a sliataof rock; iicir ilie 
cement mills. 

A turther iuvesti^;ation near the spot 
wlieni the excaviiium ^va - in. dc >iiowcd 
that the men, wiio ver they wem, liad 
hafi some little ditticuiiy in locaim;; tiie 
place where it is lirmly believed ihey 
uneartlied » buried treasi re of gr(>at 
value. While examining tiie ground at 
this point a member of tlie searching 
party discovered two fSpanisii doublotms, 
beanng dales corresponding with those 
found by the young men. On the face 
of the cliff, about six feet from its base, 
there was discovei-ed ont in the rock a 
la^ge crass, ami Indow this a nnmlter of 
strange marks wliich were as nuintelli- 
ble as the hiemplyphioal marks made on 
the obelisks of Kt:;ypt. 

Whiuh way .in- fortune .seekers went 
is a mystery, as they have disappeared 
firom the locality completely, teaVug no 
trace of their idtntity. 

The strangest part of the story is the 
faot that thetrwtsnre, the immensitv of 
which can only be surmised, has lain 
buried beneatli the sand of the Aoglaiae 
river for nearly a oeninrr, thengk the 
st4vy of its •ai«ten(« has been knows to 
some of the early settlers of northwest- 
am Ohio for many years. 

It adds another chapter to the written 
history of the noithwe.it, and makes 
Ktill more (complete the ciroumstauues 
Nurronndinsr the action of the British 
dnriuK the time of the war of IHIS. 

Tlu-ie lives in Mark township of this 
county a woman grown old in years 
who lias in her possesiion a number of 
charts and papers relating to the hiding 
plui e oi th>s treasure which she has 
guai lied most zealously for more than 
half a century. Her name is Martha 
Fairfield. She has been a resident of 
Delianoe county her entire life. 

Away bai k in the early '40» she says 
there came t ) her home au Indian trader. 
He w as a I 'reiuMiman and was sick with 
the fevt r. iici p.trentstook the man in 
and nursed lum tluough his last illness. 
During the deinium, wliich attended 
the fever, he freciueutly raved about 
hoine ho.irded wealth, but his laMn^s 
were coiisid red tlie liaihi' lual ions of a 
disea^ieil liraiii. Finally lie rallied tor a 
short iniervai. and during,' his rational 
hours he atienipled to tell Ins benefac- 
tors the story of tiie imi ieu iie.isuie. 

The Frenchmen's story was in sub 
stance as follows, wiuch is told by 
Martha Fairtleld: "ll was iliaiiig tlie 
time of the war of l>iiJ, wiieu riie lint- 
ish under coiumaiul of Hull had pos.ses- 
sion of Detroit, a pai iy of F,nulish sub- 
ieots, accompanied by Indian guides, 
left Detroit witli i|il:i,«<)0 in gold coin \a) 
pay off the British soldiers and tliuir In 
dian allies iu the Northwest; they were 
traTeling through Ohio w hen they were 
interM^Ssd by the government troops 
coming up from Kejitncky. The goiu 
vaRJbMTy auil- bnaJeusoue and, fear- 



ing it would fall into the nauas or cne 
Americans, tiie British had buried it ou 
the shore of the Aoglaiae riter, a few 
miles from the interseutiou of the 
Manmee. In an engagement shortly 
after many of the party ware klllod 
and tha t reas u re was never reoovered." 
The French trader, reoliaing that he 
waa dying, gave his charts and a nnm- 
berof closely written sheets of parch- 
ment, which were written in au uniu- 
telllRible language, to tha Fairdeld 
family, and told them to seek ont tha 
treasm« for themselves.

"Hateli." I hp much wanted accomplice 
of the not irious H. H. Holmes, who for- 
merly lived in this city, and th.it his 
deserted wife is living here at the pres- 
ent time. They have suspected for some 
time thttt "Hstoh" and one- Charles 
Brace, formerly a photographer here, 
ware tha same person, bat ware unable 
until a day or two ago to oonflrm their 
suspicions. 

Btunnel L. Kirk of this city is brother- 
in-htw of Brace. Mr. Kirk willingly ad- 
mitted that his sister married Brace, 
alias "Hatch," idyeara ago at Moors- 
forks, a small place in Clinton county. 
New York, near the Canadian frontier. 
He was considered a model yonntf man 
and school teacher. Twelve years ago 
he was studying for the ministry. 

Soon after a Dr. Mudgett en me to 
board in the Brace family and young 
Brace and the doctor became fiiet friends. 
One Hav, however, the elder Brace and 
Dr M udgett quamilad aud tha latter 
moved. 

Young Brace and his wife soon a/f' i 
this went to Boston, where Bra. e ,ii ■ 
ranged to go into partnership in a 
procery busuirss in C.imV)ridge. Thi 
firm w.i-i Iviiown as Br, ice and W.'ll 
One day Brace was lepor'od nii-s'.ni; 
and it w"as found that he li.id taken w , i 
him all the firm's availalile casli. 

Soon afterward lie appean <1 iii this 
city, havim; secured a [xisition with a 
photographer named Hose. He subse- 
ouently tinik charge of Mr. Rose's Nai - 
raganseit Pier otiice ami while thus en- 
r:a.,e(l one d.iy. after kissing his wife 
gooilby, as usual, he left the city aud 
never letinued. In this instance, also, 
he Ii.kI co,:>'.'iei| as much UXOUey aS pos- 
sible bctoie (lis (lepari lire. 

In Cl.icaKo Brace assumed the name 
of Charles I iiibei t. Through a brother 
who lived m Ciiicii-o h.s i(lenti;\ w.is 
esf .it>l shed, and it w.is !e, tilled tli.it he 
had married a 111 ye.ir-old girl, and was 
eni(i'ii\ed iii one of the ollices of tlie 
iSiaup.ird Oil company. 

Mrs. brace followed her hu'-b.in'i to 
Chicago and laid the case before his I'lii- 
ployers. They called in cilbert and 
she recoguiwd him, but he refnsod to 
give either his wife or his employers 
any satisfaction, and the next day, with 
his second wife, he left Chicago. Mrs 
Brace then came back here. Lat^tr it 
was learned that the yonng woman 
whom Brace had married in < . a^o 
was not with him, and Mi's. Bn. . ad 
vauoes the opinion that aha became a 
victim of Holmes. 

FOUGHT FOR A CHILD.

sensation was creat(!d on Maple avenue 
by a coutroversy lietween .1. Cephas Au- 
gustine, a well-knowu painter, and his 
wife a» to who should have (>harge of a 
child. The sight of the father and 
mother of a ohUd in a wordy warfare tm 
the open street as to who the child be 
longed to was dnnsnal there, and the 
quiet neighborhood was thoroughly 
aroused, 

Tha ohild baa been living with its 
mother for soma time paat, and the hus- 
band aud wife had parted. The child, 
a daughter, still remains with the 
mother pending a decision of the court. 

Frequently at night, when Buchanan 
came home, his wife would make com- 
plaint about some trivial thing the child 
had done, or failed to do, and then he 
would take the Uttle thing out of bed, 
whip her, and then throw ner in a shed 
where the dogs were kept. The child 
also confessed these thii^pi to a Mrs. 
Myers, and stated f orthar tIM on sev- 
eral occasions Buchanan ina his wife 
went up into the hills and got bushes 
with thorns stiU sticking on them, and 
boat her with them, after first compell- 
ing her to strip off all her clothing. It 
is also alleged that when the child cried 
for help they would beat her in the 
mouth to still her cries.

FOP.eST FIRES. 

Have Wiped .Many Houivk of MInpre In 
WanlitiiKion.

Koteii.n and tiho- 
slioiie couniies, Idaiio, aud m the min- 
ing districts acro.sH the line in British 
Columbia. Foi two days Rossland, B. 

the booming ( am]' Trail Creek min- 
ing town has bi en threatened on all 
sides by fl'ifs. Kvciy able bodied citizen 
in the town and mines snrroiiiuli^ig has 
been fighting day and night to/ave it 
from destruction, and by i;eiculcaii e; - 
fcrts Ihey have succeeded. The Ihuius 
aie now many iniles away, licking up 
everything in their path. Xot only are 
the fires destroying grand foiv>;s of 
timber, but have wiped ont the c.ib.ii 
home and su(<plicR of luiiiiy a miner aud 
ill numerous lustanoes thoy havahad to 
flee for tiieir lives. 

Tales told by the fugitives of their 
nanow escapes are thrilling in the ex- 
treme. Tiirue Forks, a small mining 
town in iSh>can County, was burned out 
completely aud the inhabitants nar- 
rowly escaped. The families are (;om- 
iug into Kiislo and idlocum footsore and 
destitnte. Many hundreds of prospect- 
ors are in the burning districts aud tears 
are entertained that many will not be 
heard of again. 

In the Couer d'Alene country the 
fires ooutiuue with uuabated fury. 
Miners and prospectcws are de.serting 
their cabin homes in the path of the 
flames and are sashing refuge in places 
of safe^. 

Nothing has been heard from the lit- 
tle village of tiultese. which was report- 
ed threatened with dratmotion Satur- 
day. It is isolated from communication 
by whres. and seTaral days may elapse 
before definite news can be had from 
there. This season has been a dry one, 
ond ia a measure aoooants for the terri- 
ble havoc now being dune by the 
flumes.

In <trresnn„' him 
Lewis shot and killed beputy County 
Cleik Ret dc(.iegor. Lewis is said to 
have killed five meu before.

Kaaar was craaed with 
grief and resisted the efforts of neigh- 
bors to drag uim from the burning 
stracture, clinging to the door frame 
until the roof fell in, burying him in 
I he blazing mass. The loss aggregates 
i few thousand dollars. 

WHIPPED WITH THORNS. 

Brutal Treatment to Which a Child Was

O., Aug. 19.— John 
Buchanan aud wife were arrested Sat- 
urday, charged with inhumanely treat- 
ing their t3-year-old adopted daughter. 
Emma Miuke. The girl was taken from 
the lutirmary and adopted by them six 
years ago, siuce which time sba has 
been subiect to abuse. 

It IS suid to have been a common 
thing for the woman to strip the child 
uaked and then beat her with the buggy 
whip. These whippings, it is alleged, 
were not of occasional ot'currences, but 
were almost a daily event, and one wit- 
ness testilied that they ofron happened 
tluee or four times iu a single uay.

Dknvrb, Aug. l!t F'lo (iuniry ho- 
tel, 1725 to 1(83 Lawrence street, was 
wrecked by a terrible explosion at 
.1. m. The rear half of the building, a 
live-sforj- brick aud stone structure, 
went dowu with .t crash. ihe hotel 
was crowded With guestJ and niaiiy of 
them must have been killed, as well as 
the entire fon^s of hotel employes, w ho 
were sleeping in tha portion of the 
building that fell. On both sides of 
Lawrence, from .Seventeenth to ?^ight- 
eenth streets, and on Larimer, directly 
back of the (iumry, the pi.ite glass win- 
dows of the business houses were blown 
in and a number of pedestrians wero 
injured by falling glasa. The fronts of 
many buildings in tha tioiBlty wwa 
badly wrecked. 

The hotel s tmctnr a for 100 along tha 
alley and extending 70 feet toward the 
front is atnasa of debris. Briok and 
plaster are piled in heaps 90 feet high 
and from this mass of wreckage can be 
heard the moans of the injured and 
dying. At 12:86 five injured persons 
have been taken out. They were all in- 
mates of the upper story and sank down 
with the floors, escaping more fortun- 
ately than those below, who are still 
buried in the ruins. The flremen are 
working like beavers, digging into the 
debris, but are making little progress. 
The remaining portion of the building, 
faom whicli the guests are being re- 
moved by ladders as fast as possible, is 
expected to tall at any moment aud pre- 
cautions to avert further loss of lifeiuids 
to the difficulty in reaching tiM dead 

and injured 

By some |•^tllnate 41) people were m 
the portion oi the hotel destroyed, near- 
ly all of whom must be dead. It will 
bia late before a full list can be obtained. 
The cause of the explosion is uncertain, 
but it is supposed that the battery of 
boilers iii the boiel ba.semeut must have 
exploded. The sound of the explosion 
was h«aid tliroughout the city, awaken- 
ing people in lied a mile away. A cloud 
of dust was thrown a thousand feet in 
ttie air, and as there was not a breath 
of air stirring, it still hangs in the air 
like a huge column. Minute atoms of 
powdered bricii and mortar are dascaad» 
ing like gentle snow. 

At 12:80 the ruins are burning fiercely 
and the firemen have beenobli^d to re* 
treat from the work of reaena. Brery 
engine iu the city is pouring streams in- 
to the mass, but the flames can not pos- 
sibly be gotten under control befora 
many of the iujurod have been ore- 
mated. As their chances of escape 
lessen the cries of the imprisoned peo- 
ple are incre.i8ing, heartrending shrieks 
rising from every portion of the great 
maxs of wreckage. Fears are nowen> 
tertained that the front portion oif the 
building, which s eems to ba tottering, 
will fall and bary tha fliaman at theur 
work. 

During the height of tha excitement 
a horse team ran away on Blghtaenth 
ftreet, stampeding the great orowd of 
spectators. 

A number of people were more or leas 
injured by being trampled upon and 
fuling in tha broken glass, which cov- 
ers the streets and sidawalkain OTtiy 
direction. 

Electric light wires dangling from 
broken poles in the alley added fresh 

peril to the firemen. One horse was 
killed by coming in contact with a live 
wire. Two injured women had l>eeu 
almost extricated from the ruins when 
the flames approached so close that the 
rescuers had to abaudon them for their 
own safety. Boili voices have now 
been sileueed, fire completing the work 
commenced by the explosion. The 
bodies of three women are also to be 
M<en ill the back part of tha bnUdllg» 
but can not be reached. 

At ISiO a. m. the flames are still keep- 
ing the fireniwn back from the work of 
rescue, except just at the line of the al- 
loy wall. Of those pinioned beneath 
the debris only two are thought to be 
olive, both men from the liftTi story, 
who are still lying on their beds. Both 
are covered vvitli several feet of debris 
about their heads and can hardly sur- 
vive another half hour. Almost no 
progress is being made at releasing them, 
as the smoke is blinding. The flumes 
are only kept back from their bodiaa by 
half a doaen sfre.iii| of water. 

Thus far six other i)ersons in the 
house have been taken from the ruins, 
all badly injured. In addition four 
were severelv cut by gloss foiling into 
the sti-eet. A piece of the cornice of the 
Chse8m.9n block at Seventeenth and 
Loromie street, fully a block from the 
hotel, was torn out aud fell to the street, 
narrowly missing severol possers-by. 
The fragment weighed at least a ton. 

In the wrecked buildiag there was a 
tier of five or six i-ooms extending aorosa 
the rear of the building, faoug tha 
alley, on each of the three upper floors. 
All of these rooms ore believed to 
have been oooupied as people residing 
in rooms across the alley observed lighta 
burning in every wiudow duiag tha 
evening. ■

WAOES UNDER THE NSW TARIFF. 

"The trade Jonmals teem with ac- 
counts of tlic ( imtiiiMcil advance in the 
wages of labor and the rise in prices of 
products, especially in the teztila and 
metal industries," says the Philadelphia 
Becord. "Every day, in fact, brings 
fresh proof that the panic created last 
year liy tlie cal;tniity howlers against the 
new taritl', was without rea.son, and had 
its origin in mere parti^ian wantonness. 
In Pittsburg where the Hungariana and 
Poles were turned out of the mill to the 
last m ill to vote ai^ainnt the i"wicked, 
wage-destroying! tariif," buaineas is boom- 
InjT in every department of the iron and 
steel maniifa< torie«. In the w(joleii in- 
doBtries, which the Wilson act waa al- 
leged to have doomed to destmction, the 
demand fi>i raw material is steadily in- 
creasing and the prices of products and 
the rates of wages advancing. Whilst 
the protectionist prediction!- of ruin to 
these industries hy the reduction of the 
duties have been disproved, the admis- 
aion of wool to the free list has removed 
the chiel obatacle to their prosperity. 
That which was most fiercely awsailed in 
the new tariff— free wool— constitutes its 
greatest achievement. 

' Over all tlir chccrin).' iiiiproTementin 
industrial conditions, the calamity howl- 
ers, who lately made the air reverberate 
with their insensate lies nKainst the new 
tarlfi, are as still aa carp in a pool. 

"The protectionists have constantly 
asserted that the higher wapes in this 
country were made by a high tarill, in 
faoe of the fact that in the same indus- 
tries there \-> a wider disparity in the 
r.ite8 of wages in various parts of the 
United States than among the different 
nations of Europe. When driven from 
the false position that a high tariff 
makes high wages, they have taken 
refuge in the equally false plea that ob- 
Btmotlon to imports secures employ- 
ment for home labor, by def(*ating for- 
eign competition. But this assertion is 
overthrown by the fact that the enhanced 
C03t ot raw materials by protcetive duties 
seriously cripples the power of produc- 
tion. In Older to meet competition 
American manufai turcrs were obliged to 
reduce wages. On the other hand, free 
raw materials facilitate production and 
enable the manufacturers to pay better 
wagen to labor ; and the workingmen re- 
ceive a part of what was formerly ex- 
pended in paying duties on these mater- 
ials. The advance of wages in the wool- 
an induatiies ia a signal triumph of the 
• n0W tariff, and alone amply vindicates 
the policy of its supporters. 

"The improvement in the condition of 
the wool workers under the policy of 
free raw materials will make not only 
workingmen but manufacturers in all 
other iuduHtries, less susceptible than 
ever before to the high tarifi pleadings. 
As the murkat for AmeiliMin industrial 
prodtuts shall widen under the stimu- 
lating influenoaof tea raw materials, and 
the opportunitiaa for ramnnerative em- 
plojrment Increase, a reaction to high 
taritf spoliation will be out of the rpu-n- 
tion. Such defects in the new law as I 
time and azperianoa shall ravMl nuty be 
Biifely left to the future action of the i 
people." '

The Children's Home Society is Incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of 
Illinois, for the purpose of caring for 
homeless ehUdnn. Tba method li to 

seek approved homes that wish to re- 
ceive the children, either by adoption or 
special contract, to carefully inquire as to 
the kind of child desired by each, and to 
send such a child on a trial of not less 
than three months. The society receives 
the child again if it is not salted to the 
home. 

The society has been in operation 
eleven years, has received 2,000 children 
and has plaoed them in earefnlly selected 

homes.

Hoarne were indicted Saturday at Han- 
nibal, Mo., for murder in the flrat degree, 
dianied with the killing of Amoe J. Still- 
well, the wealthy pork packer, on the 
night of December 26, 1838. At ttie lime 
it was that the object of the murder waa 
robbery, but aubaequent developmenta 
have pointed to hia wife and Dr. Hearne 
aa the authors of the terrible butchery. 

"Dr. Hearne's marriage to the widow 
in less than a year after Stillwell's death, 
their divorce three years ago and remar- 
riage soon thereafter caused an article to 
be published in theSah Franelsoo Chron- 
icle, for which Dr. Hearne brought suit 
for libel, asking $100,000 damages. 

"Depoeitions taken in the case devel- 
oped a chain of circumstantial evidence 
against Dr. and Mrs. Hearne, which form- 
ed the basia of Saturday's indictments. 
The doctor and hia wife were arreated 
and conveyed to Palmyra, where they 
were placed in jail, and will be accorded 
treatment aimilar to that of other priaon- 
era. They occupy separate cells. The 
oflunse cliar;,'i'il i.-- not bailable. Their 
trial will likely take place at the Septem- 
ber term of court. "
